David stated, I am not talking 
to you. I will speak to the Attorney General's Office. 

David was placed under arrest and handcuffed. While I escorted David out to my 
he stopped and insisted that X not touch him. Sgt. Johnson escorted 
David out to Deputy Strickland's vehicle. 

Photos of a chair that was lying on the ground next to the south wall was 
taken. Miss Cook stated that it fell over.

Deputy Strickland transported David to the Jail and he was booked for Domestic 
/Disorderly Conduct. David is waiting a court hearing.

On 01/22/11 at 0906 hours, I was dispatched to Ice House Canyon Road for a 

signal vehicle accident. Upon my arrival I meet the complainant just 

south of his property in a dirt pull off on Ice House Canyon Road. There in the 
dirt pull off was Gold in color Chevrolet Silverado truck unoccupied. The 
vehicle had front end damage and paint transfer from the Complainants fence. 

I took photos of the vehicle and had dispatch check the vehicle for the 
registrated owner and wants. I also had dispatch have a tow truck come to my 
location. I had the vehicle towed and stored by Action Towing. I was told that 
the owner of the vehicle lives in Nevada, but the vehicle is showing a local 
address of Montecito Globe AZ 85501. 

After having the vehicle towed I went to Ice House Canyon and took photos 

of the fence that was damaged. I measured approximately 358 feet of wood and 
metal fence that was ran over by the suspect vehicle. The paint off the trucks 
front bumper matched the paint from the fence on scene. There was also damage to 
trees, shrubs, and bushes on the property. 

After I finished the on scene investigation I left and went to Montecito to 

make contact with a possible driver. 

While continuing my investigation I spoke with the driver of the vehicle at the 
time of the accident that was identified as Kyle Lyngar by his Arizona Drivers 
License.

SYNOPSIS: 

On June 4, 2011, Mark William Sims was involved in a motor vehicle accident 
while operating a tractor and trailer commercial vehicle. Mr. Sims indicated he 
was not injured as a result of the collision. Property damage was reported and 
observed in the form of one head of live stock. (Cow) The live stock owner was 
identified as and he was promptly informed of the incident. A second 

later communication with revealed the cow had to be destroyed due to 

extensive untreatable injuries. 

NARRATIVE: 

On June 4, 2011, at approximately 0044 hours, I was dispatched to Pinto Valley 
Road. Dispatch advised that was in reference to a motor vehicle accident 
involving a collision between a truck and a cow. 

While en-route dispatch informed medical was also traveling to the incident 
location. 


After turning onto Pinto Valley Rd I observed a cow off road approximately 1.1. 
miles west of Hwy 60. The cow appeared to be severely injured in the rear end 
area and rear legs. Portions of blood patches were observed on the rear legs 
where the skin appeared to be removed. Approximately 100 yards forward of that 
location I observed a tractor, trailer vehicle off road parked in a pull out 
area. 

Upon my arrival I contacted Mr. Mark William Sims who identified himself as the 
driver of the commercial vehicle involved in the collision. I asked Mr. Sims if 
he was injured as a result of the collision and he stated he was not. I advised 
Mr. Sims medical assistance was responding in the event he needed to be 
evaluated. 

I asked Mr. Sims to explain what had occurred. Mr. Sims stated he was traveling 
Pinto Valley Rd. for a lam delivery to the mine property. Mr. Sims identified he 
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was empioyed by "Cecil Trucking" and was traveling alone at the time of the 

M ^’ Sims stated there have been recent sightings of cows "walking in 
the middle of the road." Mr. Sims stated he was traveling approximately 35 miles 

per hour when he observed a black cow "step out" into the roadway. Ms Sims 

stated after the collision occurred, he pulled off of the roadway, when I 
inquired Mr. Sims said he was hauling a "full load" of Sulfuric acid and was 
traveling to the "BHP Pinto Valley" mine. Mr. Sims provided a written statement 
at my request. (See Attached) e enc 

During my interview with Mr. Sims, Tri City Fire / Rescue had arrived and 

completed a brief assessment of the injured cow. I was informed at that time the 

cow was pregnant.

A second 
assessment of the injuries would be made in the morning. when I inquired, 
confirmed the cow was pregnant. 

^ l^.ter communication with by telephone revealed he "put the cow down" 

the following morning of the incident due to the extensive injuries, 
valued the cow at $1,500.00.

According to state law and county ordinance there did not 
appear to be a violation of law. 

NARRATIVE: 

On January 21, 2012, at approximately I was located within the Gila County 
Sheriff's Office and was contacted by dispatch via telephone. Dispatch advised 
Canyon Fire was requesting a deputy to a property located at Ice House 

Canyon due to an "illegal burning." 

Upon my arrival I observed the property to be owned by David Cook. I observed 
two Canyon Fire Fighters on the property who were then identified as Tobby 
Wright and Thomas Lin. 

Mr. Wright informed he was notified by someone who was passing by the property 
and said there was a fire burning in the barrels. Mr. Wright said when he and 
Mr. Lin arrived the fire was burning within the barrels and nobody was in the 
area. Mr. Wright proceeded to extinguish the fire and dump the contents of the 
barrels. The contents were identified as beer bottles, possibly wine bottles and 
trash. 

Mr. Wright stated he wanted a member of the Gila County Sheriff's Office present 
due to having accessed the property with the property owner not being present. 

In addition Mr. Wright was requesting I observe only that the barrels and 
contents were affected as a result of his entering the property. 

We were unable to make successful contact with a person and or persons at the 
residence. An attempt was also made by telephone at my request to dispatch with 
no success. 
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The incident did not appear to be in violation of Arizona State Law or 
Ordinances Of Gila County other then the person responsible exercising poor 
judgment by leaving the fires unattended.
